HOW TO ADD COLOUR

Any blACk-and-whlte image 
can be transformed into colout 
by the use of computers.

Being able to perform magic 
tricks Is considered quite handy 
for New Year celebrations. Any- 
one can perform them provided 
he has some simple tools, a cer- 
tain routine and as much Imagi- 
nation as possible. This is the 
opinion of Muscovite Ivan 
Bryukhanov who has been In- 
venting and making magicians 1 
props for over 50 years. 

The tricks which have been 
prepared with the participation 
of the old master, contain a lot 
of mystery. For example, a cart 
with a clown Ib rolled on stage, 
bis head the normal size, the 
rest of his body ten times smal- 
ler. Or there Is the ‘'live" rope 


which without aid rises up Irani 
die floor wjille sn acrobat climbs 
It, he then descends aud Is rol- 
led into a knot as the rope 
comes down. 

During the pre-war years the 
following trick was a great suc- 
cess in this country, performed 
in the circus and on stage, very 
often during New Year celebra- 
tions: dozens of fairy-tale charac- 
ters run out of a very tiny, fan- 
clfully painted lkUle house, dance 
in a circle and hide Inside again. 

The half-forgotten trick has 
been restored In our time In the 
circus by the old master of 
magic, the house now containing 
bears, rather then people. 


Additions to Moscow Zoo 


A pair of Manchurian or Japa- 
nese cranes has been added lo 
the large family of cranes In 
Moscow Zoo, They arrived from 
tno Korean People's Democratic 
Republic in exchange for two 
Ussuri tigers. After a month's 
quarantine, tho birds will bo put 
on view to the public. 

The long-legged visitors from 
Manchuria have settled down 
well In their new home. They

dance. This Is how cranes, oi 
which there are 15 different spe- 
cies, express their "good mood". 

Thanks to nature protection 
measures Uie number or these 
birds la growing. There are ten 
species of crane In our country. 
The best known among them are 
tho gray, Canadian, while and 
the Daurlnn. The Manchurian or 
Japanese crane usually nests In 
the basin of the Ussuri but It is 
now very rarely (o be seen In 
the USSR.

NEW MINERAL 
IN UZBEKISTAN 

News comes Ircm Tashkent. 
Ihe capital of Uzbekistan, ibot 
the commission of tho Interna- 
tional Mtnoralogicat Society 
dealing with new minerals and 
their names has recognized the 
novelty of a mineral found in 
the midst of volcanic rock in 
the east of Uzbekistan, and 
consisting of titanium and va- 
nadium carbides. 

ft was discovered by R. Yusu- 
pov, a geologist working for 
the Ministry of Geology of the 
Uzbek SSR and M. Novgarodo- 
va, of the Institute of the Geo- 
logy of Ore Deposits, Petrogra- 
phy, Mineralogy and Geoche- 
mistry of Ilia Academy of Sci- 
ences or the USSR. At their 
suggestion the new mineral has 
been named "khamrabayevit", 
after Academician Ibragim 
Khnmrabayev, one of Ihe first 


people lo discover ore gold In 
llio Centra] Kyzylkums. 

Research has Bhown that 
khamrahayovlt Is a forerunner 
of the mantle material lying at 
o dnpih ol fifLy ktlnnii-tres. The 
new mineral may tell us a loi 
of Interesting things about lire 
processes taking place In the 
Earth's crust.

In October 1042, as an 
elghteen-year-old youth, be was 
posted to the front Une near 
Stalingrad. Alter the war he 
revealed a laleut for writing 
and was admlllod as a student to 
the Moscow literary Institute 
where bis senior teacher was the 
well-known Soviet author, Kon- 
stantin Pauslovsky. 

Bondarev became famous after 
the publication of his two novels 
— 1 "Artillery Support 1 ' (1037) nod 
"The Final Salvoes" (1959). 
Both revealed a qualitatively 
new aspect In the depletion ot 
war. They gave profoundly real- 
istic descriptions of the soldier's 
view of tiny strongholds and 
nameless hills end bridgeheads 
defended by the Soviet Army to 
the last man, and Bummed up 
the terrible trials of trench 
warfare C Miles praised Bondarev 
as an Innovator Rod a master of 
battlefield prose. Lalor la the 
urllclo. "To My Readers", Bon- 
darev said that Ihe two novels 
were Inspired by people he mel 
during the war, by Ihe men he 
marched with across the Stalin- 
grad steppes, the Ukraine and 
Poland. "1 was constantly haunt- 
ed by Ihe thought that I was 
bringing back to life people 
whom no ono knew anything 
about except me, that 1 alone 
had to tell all. "The characters 
In tho novels are young otllcen 
and soldiers beating hack enemy 
a Hacks In Ihe worst possible con- 
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ditlons. Faced with death, they 
show supreme human qualities: 
loyally lo duly, great friendship, 
and Integrity. 

Bondarev's novel, “The Silen- 
ce", written In 1002, Is about 
soldiers who return to ctvitiau 
lile alter the war. In peace time 
Bonriarov's characters still display 
courage and honour, and they 
are active In the fight (or truth. 

Alter "The Siicnco", the 
author again turned his attention 
lo Ihe unforgettable days of the 
Battle for Stalingrad. The novel 
he dedicated to this subject, 
'The Hoi Snow", has become a 
sort of opllmtallc tragedy re- 
creating the lives o( those cou- 
rageous, loving, and romantic 
young soldiers and |unlor offi- 
cers who died before they were 
able to experience many of the 
|oya life has to offer.

Why do these works attract 
such a wide readershlpl First 
and foremost they represent a 
passionate plea for contemporary 
man to adopt an active position 
In the struggle to preserve the 
Ideals of peace nnd good. Niki- 
tin, a writer, In "The Shore", and 
Vasilyev, an arllat. In "The 
Choice", ponder over the role 
played by the arts and the lo- 
telllgenlsla'a contribution to the 
struggle. Bondarev believes that 
Ihe writer and arllat should spurn 
(he formula of “absolute auto- 
nomy lor tho creative arts". 
That Is why his characters con- 
stonily apply tholr minds to his- 
tory, of which they (eel they are 
a part, and seek to make a 
correct moral choice. The novel, 
"The Choice", has been awarded 
Ihe 19R3 USSR Slate Prize. 

Bondarev la our contemporary. 
His novels and stories roltccl 
the very pulse of life. He la an 
Internationalist wrller whose 
works broadcast the truth be- 
longing to his own people and 
nation, as well as a common 
human truth. Hla books uphold 
Ideals which are dose to every 
man.

Agreement extended 

The USSR State Committee for 
Science and Technology and Ihe 
Swiss Gebrdder Bubler firm have 
extended an agreement on scien- 
tific and technical cooperation by 
another five years.
